NEW YORK, June 6.—Twin wireless

Realty Dealer Tells of Quarrels 
in Home, One of Which 
Spoiled Holiday Feast.

Complains Against Mother-in-

James M. Foster of 4650 South Broad- 
way, @ real estate dealer, suing for a 
divorce from Cecile N. Foster. testified 
in Judge Allen’s court Thursday that nis 
wife left him eight times in less than 
two years. 

Mrs. Foster has a cross-bill in support 
of which she made a deposition that one 
reason she left her husband was that 
her mother-in-law tried to make her 
learn to like fried eggs. 

Foster is the son of Mrs. Mary Foster, 
a wealthy widow, who resumed her first 
husband's name after obtaining a di- 
vorce from Frederick Meyer. Their 
South Broadway nome is known as Cas- 
tle Meyer. Foster and his wife lived 
there with Mrs. Foster until their sepa- 
ration, May 25, 1910. 

Quarrel on Christmas Day. 

Foster testified that on Christmas day, 
1908, a month after their wedding, his 
wife began to show signs of discontent. 
After they had gone to mass together, 
the Christmas presents were distributed. 
Mrs. Foster called‘a ‘friend on the tele- 
phone and consumed an hour telling 
about the presents she had received, 
Foster said. When Foster’s mother 
chided the bride for using the telephone 
so long, she became angry and would 
eat no Christmas dinner. The next 
day, Foster testified, his wife left home, 
but he induced her to return. 

Another quarrel, he testified, arose 
when the mother-in-law found a spot 
on a tablecloth which the bride had 
spread. On this occasion, he-said, his 
wife told him she was'sorry she had 
married him. 

Another timé, Foster said, his wife 
upset his chair, slapped him and knocked 
cooking utensils off the stove. Asked 
what he: did, Foster replied: “I told 
her to calm herself.”’ 

Her answer was, he said: “You 
haven't got Dutch Meyer toa fool with 
now.”’ 

“She called me and my mother devils, 
too.”’ Foster testified, ‘‘and she told me 
that I gave her a bigger house, but not 
a happier home than she had when sin- 
ete... 2 

Foster testified that after one of their 
quarrels his wife had him arrested for 
peace disturbance, but he was acquit- 
ted. 

He Refused to Make Up. 

On the anniversary of the day she left 
home, Foster said, his wife returned and 
found him playing with their Ifttle girl 
in the front yard of his mother’s home. 

“She asked to be taken back,” he said. 
“but I told her I could never forget. I 
told her she had lied about me in police 
court, but she said she had merely ex- 
aggerated.’’ 

Dr. Max Starkloff, Health Commis- 
sioner, testified as to the good charac- 
ter and peaceable disposition of Foster 
and his mother. Mrs. Foster is now Hv- 
ing with relatives in Richmond Heights, 
St. Louis County.

The most important feature of the pre- 
liminary decree related to the abolition 
of the bridge arbitrary. Attorney Crow 
attempted to write the provisions cov- 
ering this subject so broadly that it 
would bé impossible for the railroads to 
evade the order of the court. If his view 
of the subject is taken by the court it 
is the opinion of Crow that it will be 
impossible for the bridge arbitrary, pas- 
senger and traffic, to exist in any form. 

The language of the preliminary de- 
cree is broad enough to include in the 
St. Louis gateway all the terminal, ferry 
and bridge facilities from the southern 
limits of St. Louis to Alton. Crow’s idea 
is that St. Louis, East st. Louis, Gran- 
ite City anl other suburban towns in- 
cluded in the St. Loufs gateway should 
bé emBraced in ohe commercial center, 
under the order of the court, making it 
.absolutely impossible to maintain a dis- 
criminating arbitrary. 

When the Governmént’s motion was 
called for a hearing by Judge Dyer, 
former Judge Priest, counsel for the 
Terminal Raflroad Association, ques- 
tioned the jurisdiction of Judge Dyer to 
enter a decree in the case. Priest de- 
cClared the case originated in the United 
States Circuit Court at St. Louis, and 
Was certified by it to the Court of Ap- 
peals, and that therefore the District 
Court was without jurisdiction. The 
Circuit Court was’ abolished, under act 
@4 Congress, Jan. 1, 1912. 

Dyer Holds He Can Act. 

Judge Dyer overruled Priest on this 
point, declaring it was perfectly clear 
that the District Court had jurisdiction. 

Attorney Priest raised the further 
point that the Supreme Court’s decis- 
ion directed the railroads and the Ter- 
minal Assoctation themselves to agree 
upon a décree to conform with the Su- 
preme Court’s order, and that the Gov- 
ernment had no right to make sugges- 
tions as to what the decree should con- 
tain. 

Judge Dyer also overruled Priest on 
this question, holding the decision of 
the Supreme Court was that the Gov- 
ernment andthe Terminal should agree 
on the decree to be entered finally. 

_ Priest then declared that as Judge 
Dyer was United States District Attor- 
ney when the Terminal suit was filed, 
it would be improper for him to sit in 
tre case and pass on the final decree. 
To this objection Judge Dyer replied 
that as District Attorney he had vyir- 
tuaily nothing to do with the case, as 
ine petition.was prepared by the De- 
pirtment of Justice and the prosecution 
of the case was handled by special 
covnsel. He refused to disqualify him- 
selt, 

Priest Has Not Yet Acted. 

The Court then requested counsel to 
Present preliminary decrees. Attorney 
Crow had his preliminary decree in his 
pocket, and submitted it to the Court. 
, Judge Priest said he had not prepared 
a preliminary decree. Judge Dyer told 
Crow and Priest he would hear them on 
the preliminary decree submitted by the 
Government next Tuesday. 

If the preliminary decree, as pre- 
pared by Crow, is accepted by the 
Court, it will be necessary for the Gov- 
ernment’s attorneys.and the attorneys 
for the Terminal to prepare a final de- 
cree covering in detail every point in 
Crow’s preliminary decree.

A. H. Dulaney Cashes Oné 
Check With Concern Which 
Took Bad One a Year Ago. 


ACQUAINTANCES' VICTIMS 


Admits Guilt, Declaring That He 
Had Been. Unable-to Ob- 
tain Employment. 


Aquilla H. Dulaney, who admits he 
cashed several bogus checks in &t. 
Louis last year, tried to play a return 
engagement here and was caught at 
Fourth street and Washington avenue 
Wednesday evening by Policeman Nich- 
olas Paaccate and was» identified by 
John Coakley, handwriting expert in the 
detective bureau, as “H. C. Moore” and 
“Guy Carleton” who operated here in 
1911. , 

In his cell at Central District Station 
Thursday Dulaney admitted his guilt, 
saying he would throw himself on the 
mercy of the State. He says his con- 
science troubles him because his vic- 
tims were all acquaintances. Inability 
to get employment is his excuse. 

Company Loses Second Time. 

Dulaney’s arrest followed the cashing 
of a check for $% by the Silverberg 
Dry Goods Co., 3900 Finney avenue. The 
same firm cashed a bogus check for him 
last June, but that transaction had been 
forgotten. In May and June ‘of 1911 
Dulaney, under the aliases of Moore and 
Carleton, made the acquaintance of sev- 
eral business men. He pretended to be 
a shirt maker from Birmingham, Ala., 
and after getting into their good graces, 
induced them to cash his worthless pa- 
per. 

Since his return to St. Louis, eight 
days ago, he had obtained $25 from Wil- 
liam B. Harris, a real estate broker at 
717 Chestnut street, and $% from another 
friend, in addition to the check he gave 
to the Silverberg Dry Goods Co.

He was ar- 
rested in a Philadelphia hotel, The po- 
lice say his plea of guilty to the forgery 
charge prevented him from being prose- 
cuted for alleged bigamy.

The po- 
lice hope to have the cases tried at the 
present term of court. 


TREASURER’S BOND IS

HEAD OF WORLD’S 
MUSIC TRUST DEAD 


Tito. Ricordi. Was Publisher for 
Verdi and Puccini and Was 


Operatic Dictator. 


‘MILAN, June 6.—Tito Ricordi, head of 
the music publishing house of Ricordi 
& Co., and publisher of the works of 
Verdi, Beito and Puccini, died today. Ri- 
cordi was born in 1840. 








Tito Ricordi, through the influence of 
the great music publishing house of 
which he was the head, was the great- 
est power in the operatic world of to- 
day. The Ricordis control the copy- 
rights and producing rishts of nearly all 
the famous Italian operas produced in 
the last 50 years or more, and their word 
is virtually law to the world’s operatic 
centers. They dictate terms for the pro- 
duction of Italian opera to New York, 
London, Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg 
and other cities, and they are potent in 
determining the fate of new Italian 
works or of the stars.appearing in such 
works. 

Last season, owing to the high royalty 
demanded by the Ricordis for the pro- 
duction of ruccini’s operas, the Metro- 
politan Opera management rebelled and 
eliminated these_operas fro mthe reper- 
toire of the Metfopolitan company, con- 
ceded to be the foremost grand opera 
company in the world. Only this week 
it Was announced, .owever, that Direct- 
or Gatti-Cazassa of the Metropolitan 
forces, who is now in Italy, had reached 
an understanding witn the Ricordi firm, 
through which the Metropolitan com- 
pany will be enabled to present the Puc- 
cini operas next season. The Ricordis 
control the rights of all the Verdi operas 
and the list of their music publications 
is in effect well-nigh a complete his- 
tory of Italian operatic composition in 
more than half a century. 

Tito Ricordi visited New York two 
seasons ago to attend the premiere per- 
formance of Puccini's ‘Girl of the Gold- 
en West’’ at the wietropolitan Upera

PARTS FOR THE HUMAN 
BODY FRESH ON ICE 


Doctor Says They Can Be Or- 
dered Just as One Orders 


Tire or Horn for an Auto. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 6.—It is 
now possible to supply parts for the 
repair of the human body just as new 
parts are supplied for a typewriter or 
an automobile, according to a statement 
by Dr. Felix Carrel, in charge of the re- 
search work at the New York Rocke- 
feller Institute, before a session of the 
American Medical Assogiation here. 

He declared it possible to make organs 
and tissues live after they have been 
removed from the human body. He told 
surgeons that when they needed parts 
of a human heart, nerves, blood vessels, 
spleen’ or skin, the cornea of the eye, 
bones of the body or knee cartilages, 
they could order them from the insti- 
tute. 

He said it is possible to transplant 
tissues and organs after death and pre- 
serve them. 

Several of the country’s famous sur- 
geons have been using these cold stor- 
age tissues for the last few months. Dr. 
John B. Murphy had occasion recently 
to rush an order from Chicago to New 
York for a cartilage to use in a@ case 
of knee disease he was about to oper- 
ate upon. The cartilage was shipped by 
express in a tiny refrigerator and ar- 
rived safely and was used, and the pa- 
tient has recovered the use of his limb, 
it was said.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—President 


Gomez informed the United States, 
through American Minister Beaupre to- 
day, that he is forming 4& volunteer 
guard to protect foreign property 
against attacks by _, negro rebels, He 
asked that the rifles he recently or- 
dered be increased from 5000 to 10,000, 
and that 2,000,000 cartridges accompany 
them. He urged the United States to 
make every effort to facilitate a quick 
delivery of the rifles and ammunition. 
With American battleships steaming to 
Guantanamo, the force of marines im- 
mediately available for the protection of 
foreign Ife and property in Cuba is in- 
creased to more than 1500. 
Altogether the battleships Minnesota, 
Missouri, Mississippi and Ohio—the 
fourth division of the Atlantic fleet, 
which put eut from Key West late yes- 
terday under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Usher—have on board nearly 800 
marines.

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THE UNIT RULE IN OHIO. 

The action of the Ohio Democratic convention 
in tying up all the delegates from the State by in- 
_structions for Gov. Harmon illustrates the in- 
justice of the unit rule.

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THE ONLY BRIDGE SOLUTION. 

The Alton & Mississippi approach has taken 
the place of the northeast approach as an excuse 
to delay bridge legislation and further postpone 
the completion of the structure. : 

So far the Alton & Mississippi is, in the lan- 

guage of the swapping schoolboys, an “unsight- 
unseen” proposal. Mr. Scherrer, the East St. 
Louis real estate dealer who is promoting the 
transaction, refuses to disclose the names of his 
associates or the backers of his project who would 
give bond for his promises. The proposition 
lacks the element of good faith. Nor has {it sub- 
stantial arguments in its favor. 

It would be preposterous for St. Louis to base 
its municipal bridge legislation and a bond elec- 
tion on a blind-alley scheme of promotion with- 
out guarantee of good faith or of the ability of 
the promoter to carry out his plans. The city 
ought not to go into partnership on any scheme 
of real estate promotion. It would be discredita- 
ble. ° 

It is incredible that 12 members of the House 
of Delegates favor a project of this kind, against 
business policy, against common sense, against 
the combined judgment of engineers and business 
men. Why should these members favor this spec- 
ulative proposal in opposition to an approach 
worked out by city officials, approved by a com- 
mittee of engineers and urged by capable, un- 
biased business men who have carefully investi- 
gated the subject? 

The extended Reber approach provided for in 
the Associated Retailers’ measure fills all the 
conditions required for an efficient approach. 
All objections to the original Reber approach are 
met in the bill. It is the cheapest, most direct 
and convenient approach. 

The Globe-Democrat joins the Post-Dispatch in 
support of the Retailers’ bill, with an unqualified 
indorsement of it as the only possible solution 
of the problem. We reprint on this page the 
substance of an editorial in which our contem- 
porary foresfully emphasizes the convincing ar- 
guments for the Council bill.

. MOSCOW, Russia, June 6.—In a mon- 
astery of Serebed the commission dele- 


gated to ‘‘clean up” religious houses 


found that a monk named Andrew was 
living in the same cell with a woman 
named Poraskova, who had been with 
him constantly for 20 years.

“News of the day included two devel- 
opments with more or less bearing on 
financial markets. One was the posi- 
tive showing, on the daily weather map 
that rainfall varying from a quarter of 
an inch to 1% inches had favored a wide 
area of the dry transmissouri districts 
in the 24 past hours; the other was the 
turn of events, in the preliminary po-’ 
litical maneuvers at Chicago, somewhat 
adversely to Roosevelt. 

“The wheat market made no very 
noteworthy response to the breaking of 
the drouth; it declined, but only moder- 
ately, though this was sufficiently ex- 
plained by the recent suspicious lower- 
ing of prices, at the very moment when 

eh tes experts in Kansas and Ne- 
a were painting the outlook in the 
darkest colors. 

“Long experience has, in fact, taught 
that speculative murkets never rely too 
confidently on continued unpropitious 
skies. Naturally, however, this crop 
news had a good effect on the Stock 
Exchange. 

“What effect, if any, was exerted 
by the seeming checkmate to the 
bold move of Mr. Roosevelt's .man- 
agers for capture of the Republican 

ational Committee, it would not be 
so easy to say. Wall street’s attitude 
towards the singular coe geo 
tion is still inscrutable, ay it was 
difficult even to make out ‘tate ligently 
what were the actual expectations in 
the market which always prides it- 
self on getting the inside view of 
public affairs. 

“Nothing, in fact, as yet has been 
made evident in the trend of finan- 
clal sentiment iy se 2 politics, ex- 
cept the strong prevaliing desire not 
to interpret anything discouragingly, 
if such interpretation can be pre- 
vented. 

“The stock market opened with a 
fractional advance in the usually ac- 
tive shares, Reading and Amalgamated 
Copper leading. This movement, like 
yesterday's, was plainly of professional 
origin. It was carried further in the 
early hours, an advance of 1 point or 
more over  yesterday’s prices being 
scored by several stocks. 

‘In the middle of the day the market 
grew dull and prices reacted: but at 
the lower prices activity ceased almost 
completely, and in the final hour the 
buying movement was resumed, the ac- 
tive: speculative stocks being carried to 
the best figures of the day. 

“It would not be going too far to 
say that the Stock Exchange has been 
practically unmoved by any of the in- 
teresting and unexpected developments 
in the presidential contest, since the for- 
tunes of war first seemed to be turning 
against Mr. Taft.’
